my children,” is all that Mrs. Belle 
Marlin of Rensselaer, who is con­ 
fined in the cou nty jail, 
will say . 
She occasionally has a sane moment 
•and tells something of her past his­ 
tory , enou g h she tola so that Sheriff 
d a t a Bebou t called lier relativ es at 
Rensselaer and they hav e promised 
to come here after her. 
She threat­ 
ened to kill J. M. Hig g ins, ag ent at 
the Pennsy lv ania depot and for that 
reason she was lodg ed in jail. 
Mrs. Marlin made lier 
debu t in 
Ru shv ille this morning when she ap­ 
plied at the township tru stee’s office 
for assistance. 
She said that her 
home was in Rensselaer and that she 
was on her way to Georg etown, Ky . 
When she asked for help of the tru s­ 
tee, she seemed perfectly sane and 
rational and knew all abou t herself. 
The tru stee complied with her wish 
and told her that he wou ld pay her 
way to Colu mbu s. When she arriv ed 
at the station, the woman had g one 
insane and was threatening to kill 
the ag ent. The sheriff was called and 
she was taken to jail. 
Mrs. Marlin, when she arriv ed at 
the station and fou nd that the train 
had g one, su ddenly became v iolently 
insane. 
She said that Ag ent Hig g ins 
had killed her children. 
She pointed 
back of the office and said that she 
saw him make away with them ju st 
as she came in. After she had railed 
for a time abou t the mu rder of her 
children, she threatened to kill the 
ag ent and lie feared that she mig ht 
carry ou t her threat. 
Ju st then the 
tru stee arriv ed and telephoned the 
sheriff, who placed the woman in a 
cell. 
After she was placed in jail she 
refu sed to talk abou t any thing ex cept 
the mu rder of her children, 
Abou t 
noon she seemed to hav e a few sane 
minu tes and Sheriff 
Bebou t asked 
where he 
cou ld find her 
children. 
Prev iou s to that he had called the 
police at Rensselaer and they knew 
nothing of her. 
She told him to call 
Delcss Thompson. 
The sheriff called 
him and learned that he is the cashier 
of the State bank there and that his 
mother had been the Su nday school 
teacher of Mrs. Marlin’s 
children. 
He told her relativ es and they called 
the sheriff. 
It has since dev eloped 
that Mrs. 
Marlin was reecntly div orced from 
her hu sband. Stephen 
Marlin and 
that he had the cu stody of the chil­ 
dren. 
She left Rensselaer for the 
home of her father, A. L. Williams, at 
Georg etown, Ky . 
Th relativ es said 
that they feared that she wou ld g o 
insane when she left 
home. 
They 
promised that they wou ld attempt to 
g et her hu sband to come here after 
her. 
Mrs. Marlin is a v ery plain looking 
woman of abou t forty y ears. 
She is 
not attractiv e looking by any means 
and wears v ery 7 
plain, 
cheap, bu 
clean clothes. 
She wears her hair 
parted in the middle and smoothec 
closely back ov er her head and her 
face has a worn and hag g ard look 
She carried 
a black 
pocketbook 
which contained sev eral small a r­ 
ticles, inclu ding a Catholic pray er 
book, eig hty -fiv e cents in money , a 
card as a credential that she was a 
newspaper 
correspondent for the

Ralph Lee, the sev enteen-y ear-old 
y ou th, who was accu sed of shooting 
and 
seriou sly ’ 
wou nding 
William 
Goodin, brother of Ben Goodin of 
this city , and nig ht marshal of Edin­ 
bu rg , early last Thu rsday morning , 
was captu red while attempting 
to 
enter a hou se 
in Sou th 
Bend last 
nig ht, according to reports receiv ed 
here this afternoon. It is v ery prob­ 
able that y ou ng Lee wou ld hav e been 
fined or g iv en a prison sentence for 
the attempted bu rg lary ’ and the other 
case ag ainst him wou ld nev er hav e 
been known, had he kept q u iet. 
In­ 
stead he g av e his past career away 
when he said that he was wanted at 
Edinbu rg for a more seriou s crime 
than that for which they ’ 
held him. 
The Edinbu rg police went to Sou th 
Bend last nig ht and 
retu rned with 
their prisoner today . 
The officers had g iv en u p all hopes 
of ev er locating and bring ing to ju s­ 
tice the man who attempted to kill 
the nig ht 
marshal. 
They 
learned 
soon after the a tempted mu rder that 
y ou ng Lee was the man 
who had 
done the shooting from the fact that 
he left a box from the ex press office 
with his name on it, when the bu g g y 
in which lie was making his escape, 
broke down. 
The police were hot on the trail i 
when they ’ lost all sig ht of the y ou th- 
fu l criminal. 
They traced him into 
a woods and thou g ht that they ’ cou ld 
arrest him 
there, bu t he 
escaped 
them. 
Tt was later reported that lie 
was hiding in a cav e in the Brown 
cou nty hills, bu t they * were u nsu c­ 
cessfu l ag ain. 
The police were in­ 
formed that a horse and saddle were 
missing from the 
neig hborhood of 
Ninev eh and it is su pposed that he 
made g ood his escape in that man­ 
ner. 
The au thorities of Edinbu rg had 
g iv en u p the hu nt altog ether and be­ 
liev ed that they nev er wou ld captu re 
the wou ld-be slay er, when like a ray 
of su nshine ou t of a 
clou ded sky , 
they receiv ed word last nig ht that the 
boy , who had attempted to kill the 
nig ht marshal at Edinbu rg was in jail 
at Sou th Bend. 
The details of his captu re at Sou th 
Bend are v ery meag re other than that 
he was cau g ht by ’ the police while he 
was attempting to bu rg larize a hou se 
in that city . It is v ery probable that 
le wou ld nev er hav e been forced to 
face the charg e of attempted mu rder 
had he kept his past history a secret. 
It will be remembered that y ou ng 
Lee shot Goodin in the back with a 
shot g u n when the nig ht marshal a t­ 
tempted to arrest him on su spicion 
for robbing a hardware store there. 
Goodin, it is reported, will probably 
recov er from the wou nds which he 
receiv ed. 
Ben Goodin was down to 
see him Su nday and say s that he was 
resting mu ch easier than he has b- 
sinee the accident.

Reno, Nev ., Ju ne 29 .—Gov ernor E. 
S. Dickerson of Nev ada entertains no 
preju dice against the impending fight 
between Jeff and Johnson, ev en thou gh 
his interv ention to stop the fight is 
being importu ned by ministerial asso­ 
ciations all ov er the cou ntry . Of this 
fact Promoters Rickard and Gleason 
were pretty definitely assu red before 
they made their annou ncement a week 
ago that Reno was to be the scene of 
the fight, bu t when the gov ernor, who 
had dropped into town from Ely , threw 
one arm ov er Tex Rickard's shou lder 
and whispered something in his ear 
that brou ght a smile on the Rickard 
cou ntenance, all apprehensions v an­ 
ished. 
“As long as this fight is on the 
squ are I will take no steps to stop it,” 
said the gov ernor, after his talk with 
Rickard. 
“And believ e me, this fight 
is going to be on the squ are. You can 
pu t me down for that.” 
Gov ernor Dickerson was asked if he 
had receiv ed any protests against the 
holding of the fight in Reno or re­ 
qu ests that he ex ercise his ex ecu tiv e 
fu nctions to stop it. 
“Yes, I believ e a good many su ch 
protests, most of them from clerical 
associations ou tside the state, hav e 
come in,” he said. “Bu t I hav e not y et 
been to my office since it was decided 
to pu ll the fight off in Reno, so, of 
cou rse, I hav e not y et officially re­ 
ceiv ed any of these commu nications. 
I shall not pay any attention to them, 
any way .” 
Somebody wanted to know if in his 
absence from the ringside on Ju ly 4 
the gov ernor wou ld delegate the power 
to stop the fight in case any element 
of fake shou ld appear, to the captain 
of police, the soldiers, or the head of 
the state police, who wou ld be on the 
grou nd with his men to help keep 
order. “I will do nothing of the kind, 
becau se I know that there is no fake 
abou t it,” he replied.

Seattle, Wash., Ju ne 29 .—Principal­ 
ly becau se he left behind him on his 
trav els a pecu liar kind of monkey 
wrench u sed to tighten u p the plates 
of his artificial leg, Thaddeu s E. York, 
described by the Pinkertons as a per­ 
sistent forger, was cau ght here. 
York, it is alleged, began a series of 
swindling operations in May , 19 09 , 
shortly after the office of the Northern 
Ex press company at Oakdale, Wash., 
had been 
robbed of money order 
blanks. Orders wrere cashed for v ary ­ 
ing amou nts in Toledo, Clev eland, Ash­ 
tabu la, Bu ffalo, Erie and other cities. 
The swindler u sed the name of John 
W. Lee in operating with the money 
orders, and as he had a gov ernment 
passport made ou t to John W. Lee, he 
had no trou ble in cashing them after 
he had forged the name of the North­ 
ern Ex press agent at Bu tte. 
On May 19 , 19 09 , u sing the name of 
N. N. Su therland, 
he swindled the 
American Sav ings Bank and Tru st 
company of Seattle ou t of $1,35 9 with 
twro certificates of deposit which had 
been mailed to the real Su therland, a 
railroad employ e at Malta, Col. York, 
who was once a railroad man and tele­ 
graph operator, had managed in some 
way to steal Su therland's mail. Then 
in Klamath Falls, Ore., he got away 
with $7,000 from the American Bank 
and Tru st company , which called the 
Pinkertons to ru n him down. All the 
detectiv es had to start on besides a 
v ery general description, was that he 
walked with a limp. 
The detectiv es fou nd that a man an­ 
swering in a general way to the one 
wanted had left a nickel-plated wrench 
at a hotel. 
They showed the wrench 
to an ex pert and learned that wrenches 
of that kind were made ex clu siv ely by 
a firm that manu factu red artificial 
limbs. Pu tting this fact together with 
their description of a man who limped, 
the detectiv es decided that their man 
had an artificial leg. They nex t looked 
u p the firm that made the wrenches 
and decided that the man who had 
robbed the Klamath FaLs bank was 
Thaddeu s E. York, who bou ght a leg 
in 19 07, and gav e his address as Reno. 
At Reno they fou nd that York was a 
telegraph operator and had been em­ 
ploy ed on v ariou s roads in the north­ 
west. They discov ered that his moth­ 
er liv ed in Los Angeles, and throu gh 
her traced York to Chelan. Wash. 
York had inv ested between $10,000 
and $12,000 in a ranch 15 0 miles from 
Wenatachee, Wash., the nearest rail­ 
road point. He had a naphtha lau nch 
to carry the produ ce of his ranch down 
a riv er to the railroad, and had appar­ 
ently retired from the pu rsu it of his 
profession. 
The detectiv es say he 
wou ld hav e been perfectly safe if he 
had not left that artificial leg wrench 
behind him a thou sand miles from the 
place where he was taken. 
In the cou rse of their chase they 
learned that York was a clerk of the 
Repu blican state co’mmittee in Indian­ 
apolis from 189 0 to 189 2. He was later 
a clerk in the postoffice in that city , 
bu t lost the job in a political ov ertu rn. 
He was employ ed on an Indianapolis 
paper as a solicitor. 
In 19 02 he was 
in the employ of the C., H. & D. rail­ 
way at Connersv ille, Ind., as a tele­ 
graph operator.

Oscar E. Bland’s fighting canvass in 
the Second is stirrin g the natives to a 
degree unusual. 
Mr. Bland is holding 
meetings of workers and editors, and 
proposes to make a house-to-house ap­ 
peal for support. His ability as an or­ 
ganizer makes him formidable, and his 
opponent W. A. Cullop, has failed as a 
politician as well as in congress. 
E. 
E. Neal, in the Ninth district. R e­ 
publican nominee against Martin Mor­ 
rison. the Democratic son of rest lrom 
Fran kfort, is preparing to storm the 
district. 
Mr. Neal has a united Re­ 
publican party behind him, and this 
fact gives his candidacy just the im­ 
petus needed ior putting him far in the 
lead of Morrison. 
Already the proph­ 
ets say Mr. Neal will be elected by 
3,000. 
The Ninth has several legisla­ 
tive members and with a Republican 
congressman elected, these seats in 
the state assembly will be occupied by 
Republicans. 
Judge W. O. Barnard of the Sixth is 
gaining steadily in public esteem and 
Is restoring Republican confidence in 
large measure. 
His re-election is now 
conceded by thinking Democrats. The 
opposition picked the weak candidate 
out of its strin g of aspirants, and did 
the choosing in the heat of factional 
strife and bittern ess. 
The result is 
that Democrats are seriously divided. 
John L. Thompson, the farmer-man- 
ufacturer, who has been named as the 
harmony Republican candidate in the 
Eleventh, is doing much to unite all 
elements of his party . Readjustments 
in Cass county , just attained, indicate 
legislative and other gains in that 
quarter, and prove the district is sol­ 
idly united for Republican victory . 
Linton A. Cox, in the Seventh, is 
concededly the strong man in the con­ 
gressional race. 
The united Republi­ 
can party in Marion county is behind 
him with the best organization ever 
seen in Indiana politics. Mr. Cox is in 
a position to stren gthen the whole Re­ 
publican ticket in the Seventh. 
The 
Republicans 
have 
a 
strong 
ticket, 
named in such a way as to enlist all to 
its hearty support. 
John L. Moorman’s campaign in the 
Thirteen th is one that seems likely to 
become historic. 
Mr. Moorman’s vig­ 
orous personality is one of the assets 
of Republicans in the north end of the 
state. He is slated to win, hut he will 
work hard every minute of the cam­ 
paign on behalf of all the candidates 
on the Republican ticket.
